of the Comr-unist-controlle? Gonfederacion de Trabajaores de imerica Latina 
(CTAL), have been unsuccessful to date in their efforte. Organized labor in 
Eenador finds itself in a piradoxical position. A large majority of the 

wmion workers aro Socialists, but the unions are Communist controlled. An 
exanple of this is the Eevsdoran Confederation of Labor (CTE), which represents 
almost 30 per cent of Sezadoran labor. The CTE 4s controlled by the Socialists, 
put is affiliated by necessity with the GTAL, the only international labor 
orminization in operation in Ecuador. The representatives appointes to the 
CTE by the CTAL are Pedro Saad and Alfonso Wuijano, both active Cormunist labor 
leaders. The Socialists have been trying to noninite Emilio Ganpotena, of 
Wwite, for the position that Saad now holds in the CTAL, If this coxld be 
acco"plished, the Socialists world be one step nearer their asvir-tion of 
breaking the Communist deadlock.
